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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: A first embodiment represented by Figures 20A-B, 
21A-C, 22A-C, 22A-C, and 24A-B, in which the red filter is formed so as to cover the 
alignment reference marks (the examiner believes claims 11-12 are readable thereon). 
A second embodiment represented by Figures 25, 26A-C, and 27A-C, in which the red 
filter is formed distant from the alignment reference marks (the examiner believes 
claims 13-14 are readable thereon). A third embodiment represented by Figures 28, 
29A-C, and 30A-B, in which the alignment marks have a laminated structure of the 
semiconductor thin film, and the source and drain electrodes (the examiner believes 
claims 1 5-1 7 are readable thereon). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, none of the claims are generic.
